"I see the, urgent need to pull back on remodeling and

Ypsilanti Water Taintedl 
By Accidental Acid Spill 


Mich. (AP) - 


Three gallons of poisonous 
muriatic acid were accidentally 
dumped into the city water sup- 
ply, apparently leading to some 
eases of nausea and vomiting, 
city officials said Thursday. 


The acid was being used 


Wednesday to clean meters at 
the city water plant when it was 
dumped into a drain outside the 
plant but "somehow got back 
into the water system," said D 
Bruce Jones, assistant director 
of the Ypsilanti Community 
Utilities Authority, 


Officials advised residents not 


to drink the water as long as the 
bad taste or odor persist. 
Flushing the city's systcm.to* 
remove the tainted water

"The muriatic acid 
ap- 


parently has some Inhibitors in 
it, and we don't know what they 
arc," Jones said. "We're trying 
to get hold of the manufacturer 
to find out what the inhibitors 
are in the product. We don't 
know hriw long the taste will 
linger. It might be three or four 
days before It's all gone." 


He said he believed the bad 


taste was caused by a reaction 
between the inhibitors and 
chlorine m the water 


Officials said hydrants were' 


turned on Thursday lo help 
flush the tainted water; Jones 
said the'city uses about six 
minim gallons of water dally.

-. This week's death and interment of 
Elijah Muhammad, the 77-year-old 
leader of the Black Muslims,; presents 
an interesting test on the ability of a 
group organized basically around an 
individual to ctury on after his depar- 
ture. 
~rThe survival rate is not good. 
- 


' A generation ago a sect created by 
Father Divine faded from the scene 
soon after his death. In our own area 
the House of David .split into two-war- 
ring camps following the demise, of 
King Ben Purnell not quite half a cen- 
tury ago and since then the two suc- 
cessor factions have been on a gradual 
decline into the twilight years. 
, ,lf Jhe Muslims successfully buck 
*tbls average trend, it will be because 
-Muhammad adopted the principles of 
good corporate management and 
training which enables a company to 
go on whenever its president dies or 
retires. 


Born of sharecropper parents in 


Georgia under the_christenedjiame of 
Elijah Poole, Muhammad became, a 
convert to the Temple of Islam found-' 
-ea-at Detroit by W.D.Jard in thexearly. 


^ 
'preached that the NegnJ's 


backward role in the world'was a 
heritage from enslavement by, white 
dfevils; that;.the black could advance 
onfy-by setting himself apart in a sta- 
;tisni of his own, including forsaking 
.Christianity for the Moslamic faith. 
itPobte quickly' advanced from a mis- 
sionary to complete leadership in the 
movement-and in 1934 transferred its, 
headquarters to Chicago. -,- 
<Dur)ng the ensuing 40 years he built 


Taj) the Muslims from just another im- 
;ppverished religious" sect into a 
;Bttsihess empire which has no rival in 
ttie blacK community. Among its 
known'assets are a southside bank in 
Chicago, a restraurant. chain (Steak'n 
Take), a fish importing enterprise and 
over 25,000 acres of Southern farmland 
whose produce is widely marketed. 


Though Muhammad never relaxed 


the Muslim emphasis on the code of 
strict morality and personal industry 
for his followers, in late years he did 
soften the Muslims' antfcwhite line. A 
year ago in his last public appearance 


of any magnitude, he addressed a 
Chicago convocation in which he 
expressed appreciation for the assis- 
tance extended from whites, to the 
sect's many business ventures. 


Within hours of Muhammad's death 


on Tuesday, the outside world learned 
of a top level steering committee, 
which for years had been sharing con- 
trol with • their leader in guiding 
.-Muslim affairs. 


The following day this six-man unit 


announced that two of Muhamrnad's 
younger sons will divide the leadership 
by an undeclared ratio,'Wallace to be 
the spiritual and official spokesman, 
and' Herbert to be the business 
manager. 


On its face the arrangement appears 


to be the relationship of captain and 
executive officer rather than two cap-' 
tains on the ship's bridge.

The sect's anti-Christian stance-dis- 


turbs the white community and its' 
emphasis on tight discipline is not ap- 
pealing to many blacks. 


Even so the Muslims have shown 


that personal dedication /and hard 
work can do more to uplift people than 
to coast along waiting for others to 
help out. 


U.S. Postal History 
May Be Repeating Itself 


In connection with efforts by the 


Postal Service to keep postage rates 
rising with or faster than inflation, it 
is interesting to .review rates for first 
class or letter postage over the years. 
. Highest rates in history were 
charged by the famed Pony Express, 
which operated from Missouri to 
^California in the early 1860s. It 
enlarged $5 a letter at first and later 
•reduced the charge to $1. It, also, 
:operated at a deficit, and was sus- 
pended after 16 months.

' Entered for second class' postage at 
Benton Harbor and St. Joseph, Michigan. 
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Postal rates have been far from sta- 


ble over the years. In the early days 
the rates were based on the number of 
sheets in a letter and the distance to its 
destination. 


In 1792, the postage for a single let- 


ter, one sheet (envelopes were not yet 
in use) folded and sealed, to travel not 
more than 30 miles, was six cents and 
'increased by steps to 25 cents for more' 
than 450 miles. 


In 1799, the rates were revised and 


the cost of a single page letter going 
not more than ,40 miles was eight 
cents, with other rates in proportion. 
Congress doubled letter rates in 1815, 
-but the following year this big incre'ase 
was repealed. 


In 1845, the rate was fixed at 'five 


cents for a single letter not going rriore^ 
than 300 miles and 10 cents for single 
letters to be sent more than 300 miles. 


By 1851, postal efficiencies brought 


the rate down to three cents for single 
letters not traveling more than. 3,000 
miles if prepaid and five cents if not. 
In 1885, the rate was fixed at two cents 
for each full ounce. In 1917, the rate 
went up to tliree cents, in 1919, back to 
two cents, and in 1933, up to three 
cents again.

All of which, brings us to more 


modern times, which have seen first 
class rates'go from a nickle to a dime 
in less than a decade,' with serious talk 
now of .another ,three to five-cent 
increase in a^hori time. 


Modern postal officials must'have 


brushed up on their history, and dis- 
covered what Pony Express used to 
charge.'

USDA Hamburger Program 


Grinding To A Halt 


. WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
'^government bought enough 
frozen ground beef the past 
year for school lunches to make 
about 45 hamburgers for each of 
the natron's 24 million children 
who eat in school cafeterias. 


But the Agriculture Depart- 


ment says the massive $137 
million hamburger program is 
grinding to a halt. The final 
purchases for the 1974-75 school 
year were announced early this 


month. 


The beef-buying program 


began last April when the 
Agriculture Department, under 
orders from the White House, 
announced its intention to buy 
$45 million worth of frozen; 
ground beef for distribution to 
schools during the present 
school term. 


After last July 1, more beef 


worth an additional $92 million 
was purchased because of

regulatory bodies. I would think 
that, a man with ten or more 
years to retirement could see 
some advantage in such equity 
investment.

villages, and townships will 
begin March 10, and are 
required to run "as many days 
as are necessary." 


He said the hearings arc to be 


held on consecutive days unless 
a local group recesses until 
further 
complaints 
are 


received. Rawlinson said when 
each unit feels it has'gone 
.through all the complaints, it 
can adjourn the board of review. 


All work by the boards of 


review must be completed by 
April 7. he added. He also noted 
local boards of review are slated 
to meet March 4 to review the 
work of the assessor in each unit 
and check for errors and omis- 
sions. Rawlinson said the March 
4' meetings are not open to the 
public. 


Boards of review are held to 


enable property owners to 
register any objections to the 
valuation assessed on their 
property. The board has the 
authority to change an assess- 
ment. 


Rawlinson also explained a 


portion of the law which says If 
an assessor changes more than 
- 30 per cent of the property as- 
sessments in his unit, he does 
not have to notify resident 
property owners. But if less 
than 30 per cent of the assess- 
ments are changed, then the 
assessor must notify resident, 
property owners of the ch aige. 


Rawlinson added an assessor 


must 
notify 
non-resident 


property owners of an assess- 
ment change in all cases. He 
said the reason for this portion 
of the law is because many as- 
sessors used to assess non- 
resident owners higher than 
resident 
owners, 
mainly 


because the non-resident could 
not vote in the unit

These stories are so common 


throughout the country today 
that we have a new crisis in 
medicine, a malpractice in- 
surance crisis. The consumer-

skyrocketing awards are the 
chief causes of this crisis. 


Ninety per cent of all medical 


malpractice suits in the United 
States were filed in the last 
decade. With filings increasing 
10 per cent a year; one physician 
in three might expect to be sued 
during his career. 


Some recent awards are as- 


tronomical. In 1973 one plaintiff 
got $4 million from a jury 
Awards of $1 million are not' 
uncommon.

861 million to insure doctors and 
hospitals In 1973 they collected 
approximately |Mfl million; ac- 
cording to ; HEW.,The depart- 
ment also estimates that the 
firms paid out approximately 
$100 million in claims and legal 
fees. 


There is a big gap between 


$500 million and $100 million. 
Where did the remaining $400 
million go' We don't really 
lt!"iw, which is one of the dif- 
ficulties in attempting to solve 
this problem. Industry" profit 
and cost data is difficult to come 
by, with most malpractice data 
buried in the "miscellaneous 
liability" files of state records 


Some of it went for profit, but 


the race to get out of the 
business suggests that current 
profits and risks are not attrac- 
tive to insurers Much undoub- 
tedly went to maintain large 
reserves to pay ,'uture claims 
Thih industry argues that the 
"long tail" — future suits of 
unpredictable size — justifies 
current high premiums. 


What should we do' 
First, we need to recognize 


the needs for 
cooperation 


between the insurance industry, 
the medical and legal profes- 
sions*, federal and state govern- 
ments and the general public 
Next we must consider moves 
on one or several fronts Here 
are some possibilities 


States or the federal govern- 


ment could require insurance 
companies to pay into pools to 
cover malpractice 


States or the federal govern- 


ment could offer no-fault in- 
surance, like workmen's com- 
pensation, with a schedule of 
damage awards. This might be 
tried experimentally first 


Arbitration or prelitigation 


mediation systems might be es- 
tablished either voluntarily or 
by legislation Complaining pa- 
tients would take their case to a 
nonpartisan board. Suits would 
be a last resort. Such panels 
exist in some areas now - 


We might change the methods 


of classifying doctors so that the 
cost of insurance is spread more 
evenly over all types of practi- 
tioners. Now some specialists t 
pay far more than others 


States might_ limit contin- 


gency fees paid attorneys. 
Several already have. 


The states and-or the federal 


government might, if the situa- 
tion becomes desperate, go into 
the medical malpractice in- 
surance business, covering doc- 
tors, hospital and other health 
providers. 


I have proposed legislation to 


create a federally-administered 
reinsurance jw>l, patterned 
after federal riot reinsurance. 
Damage awards over a certain 
amount would be paid from this 
pool, which would be supported 
voluntarily by insurance com- 
panies. This would allow firms 
to re-enter the business without 
fear of catastrophic loss. 


There clearly is a crisis Ac- 


tion should be taken quickly to 
insure" continued, malpractice

providers and to protect those 
patient-consumers who actually 
are justified in seeking redress 
for malpractice.
